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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the present invention, utilizing the specified combination of 
surfactants to improve water injectivity in a waterflood process. Taggard (4690217) 
teaches a similar process, but utilizes an anionic surfactant. Baker (4287950) teaches a 
process in which a gas is initially used, then a surfactant to improve oil recovery. A 
combination of an ethoxylated quaternary ammonium with an anionic surfactant is 
preferred (column 3, 32-35), as compared to the combination of the ethoxylated 
quaternary ammonium and nonionic surfactant of the present invention. The two 
processes further differ in that the present invention deals with the improving of the 
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water injectivity, while that of Baker uses the surfactant mixture to directly displace the 
oil.
